The 
parents are constired but in many 
"vsos they arc quite incapable of 
meeting the àemandg imposed on 
them. Indeed frequently they Ihi-in- 
BClves were subject to the same in- 
fluences in childhood. Often ' the 
child In public school docs' poorly In 
his studies Ih accused of stupidity 
,and laziness, develops an Inferiority 
complet and finally does not care 
whai bocomw of h'nui Then he starts '

Zona Gale, author of "I'aint Perfume", "Miss Lulu Belts" 
Jind other novci.1, and a promincnl liberal, was recently interview- 
ed by a reporter of the Harvard "Crimson". Miss Gale expressed 
herself as bcinp heartily in favour of compl<fte freedom for the 
Eludent and others, and she was pleased to note that the exten- 
sion of freedom was daily growing greater. 

It is an accepted fact that man has enjoyed more and more 
freedom during the past few decades, and with the extension of 
freedom have come great advances in civilization. Inventions, 
discoveries, improvements, alleviateing of conditions and mitigat- 
ing of .'uTfcrings have come as a direct result of the allowing of 
greater freedom to the ordinary run of the human race. 

It is only because the world in general has becomp, as a 
whole, better educated in the past few decades, that it has been 
possible to extend to them certain liberties which they hitherto 
did not possess. Education has brought freedom, and freedom has 
brought improvement. And in this matter our Universities serve 
a double purpose, first, that of guiding up along the lines of study, 
that will benefit us most, and secondly by extending to us as stu- 
dents, the right I'p [govern ourselves and to do as we please as 
long as we keep within the bounds of law and reason. 

At McGill we arc particularly fortunate in the amount of 
liberty accorded us. It is difficult to find a college in which self- 
' government is developed to a higher extent than it is in our own. 

If the world has become better and happier during the past 
years, it is becau!!e her people have been less and less restricted 
■n their actions. The people have been less restricted because they 
have, through the manifold benefits derived from increased edu- 
ration, been able to apply their newly-found liberty wisely.

The temp- 
erature of the room should ranso 
from TO to GS degrcos by thcrnioineicr 
which the .itudcntB ought to have in 
their rooms. 

Colds arc taken from lUc infection 
of scver.al different kinds of gcrnis. 
These gcrni.s are caiTled on the air 
after being thrown out from the 
nose and ihnoat of patients when 
snoozing. Otboi- carriers of tlic (II- 
.scaso are pencils v'lilch atudent.s bor- 
row from each other and insist on 
sticking them In the mouth.
